wa s born in

He wa s 
educa ted in the common schools, the 
Aca demy a t Florence, Pa . ; Fra nklin 
College, New Athens, Ohio; entered 
J efferson College, the third term of the 
Sophomore y ea r; wa s elected deba ter 
of the Fra nklin Litera ry So ciety a nd 
gra dua ted in 1852. 
Entered the Theo- 
o gica l Semina ry a t Ca nnonsburg in 
>2, 
a nd a fter a four y ea rs course, 
gra dua ted a t Xenia , Ohio, the Sem in­ 
a ry ha ving been renibved there in 1855. 
Wa s licensed J une, 1856, a nd took 
a ppointments for one y ea r. 
In 1857 
a ccepted a ca ll to the Church in Iberia , 
Ohio, 
where 
he rema ined thirteen 
y ea rs. 
In 1870, a ccepted a ca ll to the 
First Presby teria n Church o f C incin­ 
na ti, .Ohio, rem a ining tw enty y ea rs. 
For tw o y oa rs wa s president of the 
Ohio Centra l College, a t Iberia , Ohio. 
In 189 0, took cha rge of the R ushville 
church. 
Dr French Is a representa tive ma n 
n his church, a nd one of its reco g­ 
nized lea ders. 
Wa s elected modera tor 
of the G eneia l Assembly in 1884. 
He is a sincere, co nscientio us ma n, 
a thorough schola r, a clea r thinker, 
a nd a n ea rnest fgospel prea cher. 
He 
ha s beeu successful in his m inistry , 
is highly respected by the com munity 
a nd much beloved by his church.

Thoma s Six, who is now in ja il here, 
sa y s tha t the Ca vina ugh fa m ily is a 
ha d fa m ily , a nd it is reported tha t 
the wives o f the tw o men a re re­ 
sponsible for the fight which occurred 
Monda y night. 
Ma rsha l Webb 
wa s ca lled to the 
Ca vina ngh home a few nights a go, 
a nd it is understood wa s met with 
bricks a nd^tbe ma rsha l wa s compelled 
to seek a gra in eleva to r for shelter. 
Ca rtha ge is a quiet pla ce a nd these 
disturba nces a re blots on the fa ir na me 
of the little town. 
They a re stirring 
the people to the point o f try ing to 
drive tw o or three fa m ilies, J which a re 
responsible for a ll the trouble, from 
the town. 
The town ha s been very quiet since 
the "prea cher-m a rsha l” ha s ha d the 
reins, a nd in a n interview a few da y s 
a go Mr. Webb sa id if Ca rtha ge wa s 
rid o f three or four fa m ilies it would 
be the clea nest a nd quietest to wn in 
India na .

AGENTS MUST CLOSE DEAL 


Must Ma ke Arra ngements Tbis 


Week For the Number of 


Books Wa nted 


A nnmber o f county superintendents 
throughout the Sta te a re up a ga inst a 
try ing proposition under the new la w 
co vering the sa le of text books to be 
used in the'schools. 
But in Rushville 
Supt. Hea d lee ha s solved the perplex­ 
ing questio n by securing Roy [J ones of 
the 9 9 cent store to a ct a s a gent forj a 
nnmber of the books. 
Severa l dea lers 
a re co m pla ining, 
decla ring tha t the 
new la w wa s pa ssed a fter a strong 
lobby by the book trust, a nd tha t it 
not ODly discommodes the dea ler, but 
the pupils w ill necessa rily fha ve to 
suffer, a s the a gent is obliged to bny 
bis stock o utright, a nd sell to sub- 
a gents on a five per cent, ba sis, a nd 
to the pupils for a fifteen per cent 
profit. 
This w ill prompt them to bny , 
exercising extreme ca re a nd ca ution 
not to ha ve a supply left on ha nd, 
a nd the result w ill be, tha t it w ill be 
a ha rd ma tter to secure books a t a ll 
times, a nd likely ca use a book pa nic 
on ma ny occa sions. 
The new la w ena cted by the la st 
Genera l Assembly puts the power in 
the ha nds of the oounty superintend­ 
ents to a ppoint some dea lers to ha ndle 
such snpplies'a nd a ct a s a depository 
mercha nt, a nd he sha ll contra ct with 
the sa id dea ler to sell such a t a sta ted 
price except to the other dea lers in 
the co nnty to whom he sha ll sell the 
supplies a t a ca sh discount of ten per 
cent, from the co ntra ct price. 
The sa id depository 
mercha nt or 
dea ler sha ll a lso 
contra ct with the 
connty superintenpent tc furnish ea ch 
publisher holding a contra ct w ith the 
Sta te of India na under this a ct sa tis­ 
fa ctory evidence of his fina ncia l re­ 
spo nsibility , furnish 
a surety bond, 
covering'.thelestima ted a mount of sa les 
to be ma de by him in a ny y ea r, where­ 
upon the sa id contra ctor or publisher 
sha ll sell to sa id dea ler a ll books o r­ 
dered by him a t a disco nntt of fifteen 
per cent., provided 
tha t 
the 
sa id 
school book depository sha ll pa y ca sh 
to the contra ctor or publisher J ot a ll 
books received w ithin sixty da y s of the 
da te of shipment of such books 
The 
second provision is tha t the contra ctor 
sha ll pa y a ll tra nsporta tion cha rges to 
the nea rest ra ilroa d or river sta tio n to 
sa id depository . 
Mr. J ones sta ted toda y tha t 
w hile 
the entire ma tter wa s go ing to prove 
more of a nuisa nce tha n a money -ma k 
ing proposition to him, he intended to 
ca rry out his contra ct this sea son, but 
would proba bly let it go by the boa rds 
in the fntnre unless different a rra nge­ 
ments were ma de. 
He decla red tha t 
mercha nts a nd a gents throughout the 
co unty must close nego tia tio ns with 
him this week, o therwise he w ill not 
supply them. 
In a ll proba bility there 
is go ing to be a grea t ma ny pnpils 
who w ill not be a ble to secure books, 
a s both the depository a gent a nd sub­ 
a gents w ill bny spa ringly .

Conditions a broa d, the loca l 
money stringency a nd the fa ilure of 
two commercia l houses, one of them 
a n old esta blished grocery firm, were 
a mong the da y ’s a dverse Influences. 
Wa ll street ha s hoa rd a grea t dea l 
of ta lk recently a s to the extreme 
proba bility of a n epidemic of com­ 
mercia l 
a nd 
Industria l 
depression. 
This gossip is ba sed la rgely on the 
informa tion received by loca l ba nks 
a nd other fina ncia l institutions from 
their correspondents In pra ctica lly a ll 
pa rts of the country , a nd is a direct 
reflection of the preva iling sca rcity of 
money .
